The seasonally adjusted series on ex- 
ports and imports by major countries on 
pages S-7 have been revised for the entire 
period from January 1946, The data now pub- 
lished have been ajusted by the X-11 variant 
of the United States Bureau of the Census, 
Method II program. 


The original and seasonally adjusted 
data on total manufacturing inventories, 
shipments and orders on pages S-8 are re- 
vised starting with January 1962. A number 
of factors contributed to the change in the 
revised figures. Actual values of the 1962, 
1963 and 1964 Census of Manufactures are 
now used for these years and the 1964 Census 
values have been used as the base values for 
the following years. The data for 1965 and 
1966 have been adjusted to include values 
reported too late to be included in the ori- 
ginal estimates. 


Both the seasonally adjusted data on 
rail revenue freight loaded (page S-8-5) 
and cheques cashed in clearing centres (page 
S-8-6) have been modified starting with 
January 1962. 


The monthly and quarterly seasonally 
adjusted series on consumer credit outstan- 
ding (pages S-8-7 and S-9-6 respectively) 
have been revised for the entire period from 
1952 to date. The data now presented have 
been adjusted by the X-1l variant of the 
United States Bureau of the Census, Method 
II program.

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FOREWORD 


This is the seventh edition of the An- 
nual Supplement. It contains the monthly 
and quarterly historical records, adjusted 
and unadjusted for seasonality, of all the 
series appearing in the S - section of the 
monthly Canadian Statistical Review. The 
pages are numbered and the series are ar- 
ranged in the same order as they appear in 
the Review. Thus S-1l-1l signifies that the 
series contained therein is the first one 
on page S-l of the Review. This edition 
supersedes all previous editions, the last 
of which was published in August 1967. 


The adjusted and unadjusted data are 
the latest revised figures published and 
extend to December 1967; they may be kept 
up-dated by referring to current issues of 
the Review. Should the original data or the 
_method of seasonal adjustment be revised dur- 
ing the year, the complete revisions will be 
made available to all subscribers through 
the medium of the Weekly Supplement to the 
Canadian Statistical Review (Catalogue No. 
11-004). These issues should be inserted 
into the present publication in place of the 
obsolete sheets. In this way, users will be 
kept abreast of all revisions to the data 
and of all additions or deletions to the se- 
ries in the S-section of the Review, and 
have at all times the entire postwar record. 


The seasonally adjusted labour force 
series for Canada on pages S-l have been 
modified for the entire period from January 
1953 to date. No revisions were made to the 
unadjusted data. 


The series for industrial production 
on pages S-2 have been completely revised 
due to the incorporation of a 1961 weight 
and reference base and the use of the 1960 
Standard Industrial Classification. The 
data have been seasonally adjusted using 
the X-11 variant of the United States Bureau 
of the Census, Method II seasonal adjustment 
program. 


The seasonally adjusted employment 
series on pages S-3 have been revised for 
the entire period from January 1961 to date. 
No revisions were made to the unadjusted 
data, 


The seasonally adjusted series on av- 
erage hourly earnings (Pages S-4-3, S-4-4 
and §-4-5) and average weekly hours (Pages 
S-4-6, S-4-7 and S-4-8) in manufacturing 
have been revised for the entire period 
starting with January 1961. The original 
series have not been revised. 


AVANT -PROPOS

Advenant la modification durant l'année des 
données primitives ou de la méthode de correction 
des variations saisonniéres, des revisions com- 
plétes seront mises a la disposition de tous les 
abonnés par l'intermédiaire du Supplément hebdo- 
madaire de la Revue statistique du Canada, (no. de 
catalogue 11-004 F), et devront étre insérées dans 
la présente publication a la place des feuilles 
périmées.

The unadjusted retail trade statistics 
(pages S-5) have been revised for the period 
1965 through 1967 to account for "births and 
deaths", i.e. new firms coming into business 
and firms ceasing operations. The season- 
ally adjusted series have been revised for 
the entire period 1961 to date. 


The monthly original and seasonally 
adjusted value series on new motor vehicle 
sales have been replaced by units series. 
The value series have been discontinued due 
to changes in the valuation of new motor 
vehicles applied to sales in 1967 but not in 
previous years. Statistics of units sold 
are consistent over time. They have been 
adjusted by the X-ll variant of the Census 
Method II. A trading-day adjustment based 
upon the actual variations in the data was 
applied. The monthly adjustment factors 
were calculated by computer from seven daily 
weights as determined by a regression tech- 
nique included in the X-11 program. 


The value series (identified as S-5-5 
(b) to S-5-8(b) ) are also published with 
the original series extended to December 1967. 


Seasonally adjusted data for value of 
building permits (pages S-6-1, S-6-2 and 
S-6-3) have been revised for the entire pe- 
riod commencing with January 1948. The se- 
ries have been adjusted by the X-11 Variant 
of the Census Method II. Adjustments made 
for trading-day variation were derived from 
actual variations in the data 


Seasonally adjusted data for exports 
and imports (pages S-7) have been revised 
commencing with January 1961. Export and 
import series have been adjusted by the X-ll 
variant of the Census Method II. Adjustments 
made for trading-day variation were derived 
from actual variations in the data. 


Both the seasonally adjusted data on 
rail revenue freight loaded (page S-8-5) and 
cheques cashed in clearing centres (page 
S-8-6) have been revised for the entire pe- 
riod from 1946. The X-1ll variant of the 
Census Method II has been used for seasonal 
adjustment. Adjustments made for shipping- 
day variation (page S-8-5) and for trading- 
day variation (page S-8-6) were derived from 
actual variations in the data.

This is the ninth edition of the 
"Annual Supplement". It contains the 
monthly and quarterly historical 
records, adjusted and unadjusted for 
seasonality, of all the series appear- 
ing in Section 1 of the monthly 
Canadian Statistical Review. The 
pages and the series are arranged in 
the same order as they appear in the 
"Review''. Thus T-l-l signifies that 
the series contained therein is the 
first one in Table 1 of the section. 
This edition supersedes all previous 
editions, the last of which was 
published in October 1969. 


The adjusted and unadjusted data 
are the latest revised figures pub- 
lished and extend to December 19693 
they may be kept up-dated by refer- 
ring to current issues of the "Review". 
Should the original data or the method 
of seasonal adjustment be revised dur- 
ing the year, the complete revisions 
will be made available to all sub- 
scribers through the medium of the 
"Weekly Supplement to the Canadian 
Statistical Review'' (Catalogue No. 
11-004). These issues should be in- 
serted into the present publication 
in place of the obsolete sheets. In 
this way, users will be kept abreast 
of all revisions to the data and of 
all additions or deletions to the se- 
ries in Section 1 of the Review, and 
have at all times the entire postwar 
record. 


On the following pages are revi- 
sions to unadjusted and/or seasonally 
adjusted series. For most series, 
revisions to seasonally adjusted fig- 
ures reflect the incorporation of 
current data. For exports and imports, 
adjustments have been made to elimi- 
nate minor statistical discrepancies 
between the sum of the seasonally 
adjusted components and published 
totals, and between the annual sum of 
seasonally adjusted monthly data and 
published raw data.

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FOREWORD 


This first instalment of the 
tenth edition of the "Annual Supple- 
ment to the Canadian Statistical Re- 
view'' covers 70 of the 91 selected 
economic indicators appearing in 
Section 1 of the Review. It contains 
the monthly and quarterly historical 
records, unadjusted and adjusted for 
seasonality. Further instalments 
will be issued as revision programs 
for the series are completed. All 
pages should be released by early 
E972. 


The pages and the series are 
arranged in the same order as they 
appear in the "Review''. Thus T-2-1 
signifies that the series contained 
therein is the first one in Table 2. 
This edition supersedes all previous 
editions, the last of which was pub- 
lished in October 1970. 


The unadjusted and adjusted 
data are the latest revised figures 
published and extend to December 
1970; they may be kept up-dated by 
referring to current issues of the 
"Review''. Should the original data 
or the method of seasonal adjustment 
be revised during the year, the com- 
plete revisions will be made avail- 
able to all subscribers through the 
medium of the 'Weekly Supplement of 
the Canadian Statistical Review" 
(Catalogue No. 11-004). They should 
be inserted into the present publi- 
cation in place of the obsolete 
sheets. In this way, users will be 
kept abreast of all revisions to the 
data and of all additions or dele- 
tions to the series in Section 1 of 
the Review, and have at all times the 
entire postwar record. 


On the following pages are re- 
visions to unadjusted and/or season- 
ally adjusted series. For most 
series, revisions to seasonally ad- 
justed figures reflect the incorpo- 
ration of current data. For exports 
and imports, adjustments have been 
made to eliminate minor statistical 
descrepancies between the sum of the 
seasonally adjusted components and 
published totals, and between the 
annual sum of seasonally adjusted 
monthly data and published raw data.
